We wish to thank you for the cooperation extended us 
during the year 1971. We thank particularly those 
who gave gratuitously of their time and talents in 
helping build a town office, specifically Lawrence Jor- 
dan, Jr., Thomas Lutes, Charles Kelley, Chester Ham- 
ilton, and William Billings. We believe the office to be 
one of which the town may be proud and one which 
is administratively functional. We also wish to thank 
Mrs. Ida Guptill for donating copies of Town Reports 
from 1900 through 1970 to the town office. 


During the past year, we were able to get all bushes 
cut back from the roads, to install needed culverts, 
cold patch the most needed areas, and make extensive 
repairs on the Gouldsboro Point Road and the Old Fac- 
tory Road in South Gouldsboro. We were able to scrape 
all our town roads; to tar Bartlett Hill, the Old Factory 
Road, the piece of road in front of Lee Stewart’s res- 
idence, a section of the Guzzle Road, and the Goulds- 
boro Point Road, just finished. 


In addition the State vastly improved the section of 
195 opposite Carl Wright’s residence on the Pond Road, 
and to resurface the entire west side of 186 from Route 
J to the Winter Harbor line. 


The Planning Board has worked diligently on relocat- 
ing our town dump and keeping abreast of the latest 
in ecology and environmental controls. This board 
will complete their comprehensive plan during 1972: 
The soil testers will be here in the Spring of 1972 and 
firm action on relocating the dump can then be made. 

Administrative procedures have been vastly improved. 
New systems for recording births, marriages and 
deaths have been instituted which reduces expenses of 
recording and saves on registry book costs. In addi- 
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tion, subjective files are being installed which ensures 
location of needed paperwork. 


We have been able to recommend to the budget commit- 
tee a budget cut of over $7000.00 for normal functions. 
This does not include schools. We envision no less of 
service to the town as a result of this cut. 


Service to the townspeople is a necessary goal of your 
board of Selectmen. Only through cooperation and 
understanding -can we achieve this goal. We urge all 
to drop in to the town office to exchange ideas; for, 
only through this medium can we hope to grow and 
operate efficiently.

In accordance with Chapter 91A.Sec.384, RS 1954 as 
amended, the Assessors of the Town of Gouldsboro 
hereby give notice to all persons liable to taxation in 
the Town of Gouldsboro, that they will be in session 
at the Town Office located over the Fire Station in 
Prospect Harbor, Maine, on the 8rd, 4th and 5th days 
of April 1972 from 7:00 P.M. to 10:00 P.M., for the 
purpose of receiving lists of polls and estates taxable 
in said town. 


All such persons are hereby notified to make and bring

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GOULDSBORO SCHOOL REPORT 


It is my pleasure to submit my third annual report 
as your Superintendent of Schools. 


The Gouldsboro Elementary School is presentiy op- 
erating extremely well. The staff is very dedicated 
and the program has expanded in its offering. The 
budget shows an increase in the supply account and 
this money will be used to expand the curriculum in 
order to meet the needs of more children. 


During the past year transportation in Gouldsboro 
has been expanded due to the increased enrollments. 
Two busses are now needed to transport students to 
Sumner, and to avoid overcrowding, an additional run 
has been added from the school to West Bay and back. 
This has relieved both David Shaw’s and Orrin Whit- 
aker’s total students. The Kindergarten run at noon 
means that Mr. Perry is working throughout the day 
and can no longer be considered a part-time employee. 


During the past year we have added a convection 
oven to the kitchen at Gouldsboro. This has been nec- 
‘essary to produce bread products for the large num- 
ber served daily. With the added enrollments and the 
equipment necessary to serve the large number of chil- 
dren eating, additional room in the kitchen is badly 
needed. The heat produced by the ovens and stoves 
is now affecting the refrigerators. Thus in this year’s 
town warrant, we are requesting funds to expand the 
kitchen into the corner of the all-purpose room. 


Gouldsboro continues to be fortunate in receiving 
a large federal aid grant under Title I. With this 
money we continue to be able to operate the reading 
improvement program under the direction of Mrs. 
Ivy Young and we also continue to operate the teacher 
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aide program. During the past year, the teacher aides 
have become more involved in working with students 
thus improving instruction. 

The P.T.C. in Gouldsboro deserves a great deal of 
credit for the support of the school. Their contribu- 
tions to education in Gouldsboro have been outstand- 
ing. 

At the close of school last June, Mrs. Alda Cole re- 
tired from the staff at Gouldsboro. Mrs. Cole had 
given long and dedicated service to the school. Her 
efforts on behalf of the children were appreciated, and 
she has been missed. 

New to the staff this year were Mr. Daniel Davis 
teaching grade 5, Mr. Peter Allen teaching grade 4, and 
Mrs. Ellen Strout teaching grade 6. I believe that we 
were very fortunate to secure three people as totally 
dedicated and skilled as are these three. 

This past fall, Mr. Whitaker was nominated for the 
Teacher of the Year Award. In the nomination state- 
ment, letters from fellow teachers, students, and 
friends were compiled and sent to the Department of 
Education. The total nomination booklet was a fitting 
tribute to a man who has dedicated himself to the edu- 

cation of the youth in Gouldsboro. 


We continue to seek the excellent support we have 
received from the Community in Gouldsboro. During 
the coming year we will continue to make every effort 
to continue to improve education. The citizens of the 
Community have chosen well the three men to repre-— 
sent them as School Committee and the parents and 
citizens have been very cooperative. I wish to express 
my appreciation to all of them. |

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REPORT FROM THE SCHOOL NURSE 

The School Health Program varies somewhat this 
year from that of previous years. Not only have stand- 
ards set up by the Department of Health and Welfare 
changed, but with the appointment of a full time 
school nurse, more services can be rendered. Because 
health and education are so closely interrelated, I hope 
to establish a health program which will not only meet 
the requirements of the state agencies, but will become 
an integral part of the total education program. The 
combined efforts of the Superintendent of Schools, 
School Committees, Teachers, Parents, School Doctor, 
and School Nurse can make this possible. 

As School Nurse, my basic functions are: health 
appraisal by screening and observation, interpretation 
of results, preventing and controlling communicable 
diseases, health counseling of educators and parents, 
health education of students, and to give emergency 
or first-aid care as indicated. It is no longer necessary 
for the teachers to do screenings or health examina- 
tions. Also, the need to exclude children from school 
because of communicable diseases or infections is the 
responsibility of the School Nurse. 

Under the revised standards adopted by the 1971 
Maine State Legislature, visual and auditory screening 
must be done every year in kindergarten, first, second, 
and third grades. Fifth and seventh grades are to be 
done as feasible. After retesting, notices for profes- 
sional consultations are sent to the parents of any 
students found to be impaired. Forms for the doctor’s - 
reports, to be returned to the nurse, are included. Sev- 
eral children have already had visual problems cor- 
rected this year. I have found the Vision Screener, 
donated to Union No. 96 by the Flanders Bay T.B. and 
Health Association, to be very accurate in picking up 
visual problems. 
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T.B. testing is no longer done routinely on all stu- 
dents; only those working in the school lunch kitchen 
are given the Tine test. All school personnel still must 
have either a Tine test or an X-ray every two years, 
School inspection of throats, teeth and records of 
height and weight are made biennially. The schedule 
for immunizations is in the process of revision at pres- 
ent. Later in the year free clinics will be held for 
those needing primary shots or boosters. Pre-schoolers 
may attend these clinics. 

So far this school year, I have been kept busy with 
required testing, routine visits and consultations at 
teacher’s requests. A program of health education is 
now under discussion. I owe a great deal of appreci- 
ation to Dr. Silver for his help and advice as school 
doctor. Mrs. Margaret Clark, school nurse in Ells- 
worth, and the nurses at the Health and Welfare office 
have been most helpful when questions arose. The 
cooperation that I have received from Mr. Doughty, 
the school principals, the teachers, and the parents 
has made my job much easier and I am very grateful 
to them.

As in previous years, free screening physicals were 
offered to the children in the Kindergarten. Dr. Sil- 
ver examined 11 children at the Dixon Clinic and the 
nurse did urinalysis and T.B. test at the same time. 

In the middle of December, an unusual rash was 
reported to be present on three of the students at 
school. The nurse visited the school and the three 
children were seen that day by Dr. Silver. Throat cul- 
tures were taken and, with the cooperation of the par- 
ents, virus studies were started by the Public Health 
Laboratory in Augusta. More children and some adults 
developed the rash within a day or two. Blood sam- 
ples were taken by the nurse at this time and again 
in three weeks and sent to Augusta... Results, so far, 
show this to be a Flu type virus which gives a rash to 
some people. It was treated as a regular cold or flu 
with no need for exclusion from school unless the child 
felt ill. Up until the first of January, approximately 
twenty-five cases were reported to the nurse in the 
town of Gouldsboro. 7

ORDINANCE REGULATING THE TAKING 
OF SHELLFISH 


Section I. It is unlawful for any person, firm, or 
corporation, not a resident of the Town of 
Gouldsboro in the County of Hancock, to dig or 
take shellfish from the shores, flats or coastal 
waters of this municipality. 

DEFINITIONS: The following words as used 

in this ordinance have the meaning indicated 

after each, unless a different meaning is clearly 
intended by the context: 

A. SHELLFISH: The word “Shellfish” means 
soft-shell clams, quahogs, and mussels. 

B. MUNICIPALITY: The word “Municipality” 
means the Town of Gouldsboro, Maine. 

C. RESIDENT: The word “Resident”? when it 
applies to this municipality means a per- 
son who has resided in the State of Maine 
for at least 6 months next prior to the time 
his claim of such residence is made, and 
who has resided in this municipality for at 
least 3 months next prior to the time his 
claim of such residence is made. 


Section II. EXCEPTION: Any non-resident of 
this municipality may take or dig not more than 


1 peck of shellfish in any one day for the use of 


himself or his family. 


Section III]. PENALTY: Whoever violates any 
provision of this ordinance shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than $10.00 or by imprison- 
ment for not more than 30 days.
